INCOMPREHENSIBLE 

The recent outbreak of kidnapings for ran- 
som of young children renews among American 
citizens a sense of shame that such creatures 
as perpetrate these outrages should be at large 
in the guise of normal human beings. 

The knowledge that there are men, or wom- 
en, who will enact such a crime is, in its es- 
sence, an insult to the entire nation. It lowers 
the quality of manhood and womanhood in 
perceptible degree and arouses wonder if there 
is, after all, any solid ground for the claim that 
mankind has made ethical advance since the 
days of middle-ages cruelty and primitive bar- 
barity. 

It is almost universally true that every crim- 
inal justifies his own crime, at least to some 
degree, in his own mind. The thief never ad- 
mits to himself that there is no proper excuse 
for his thievery. Even the cold and calculating 
murderer for gain, argues that the life of his 
victim is of small value compared to the ur- 
wency of his own need. 

But it is impossible for the decent man or 
woman to believe that kidnapers of children, 
especially those who brutally kill their victims 
in mad desire to destroy evidence, can adduce 
any excuse for their crime, even in the secret 
recesses of that warped organ they call a brain. 

There are so many facets of heartless cruelty 
involved. Not only the terror and suffering, 
agony and death of their pitiful child victims, 
but the agony of soul that descends upon the 
parents of the child, seems beyond human abDil- 
ity to inflict. 

The mother whose child has been torn from 
her arms waits, hour after hour, on a rack of 
agony more fearful than any devised in the 
torture cells of olden times. The father who 
hopes against hope that the ransom money he 
has paid will save the life of his baby, under- 
goes a wrenching of the heart that forever 
contorts his soul into. twisted pain. 

Thieves, murderers, adulterers, these we may, 
in some degree, be able to understand. But 
the kidnaper and slayer of an innocent, help- 
less child— 

Such an one is beyond the pale of decent 
comprehension. 


THE GALLUP POLL 

As an accurate forecaster of political events 
and socia] trends, the American Institute of 
Public Opinion has never been equalled. Its 
surveys are impartial. It supports no candi- 
dates or causes. Its purpose is simply to tell 
the people how the nation, as a whole, is re- 
acting to the important questions of the day. 
The results of the surveys appear exclusively 
in The Constitution for this area. 

Its system for obtaining accurate informa- 
tion is familiarly known as the “sampling 
referendum.” 

“The basic principle,” to use the words of 
Dr. George Gallup, director of the institute, “is 
simply that by sounding the opinions of a rela- 
tively small number of persons, proportionate 
to each population group anc in every section 
of the country, the opinion of the whole popu- 
lation can be determined.” 

Naturally, if the sampling process is to be 
a reliable indicator of public opinion, it must 
include the views of members of all political 
parties, of rich and poor, old and young, men 
and women, farmers, city dwellers and persons 
of all religious faiths. And in contrast to other 
methods, the institute has proved conclusively 
it is not necessary to poll a relatively large 
number of people to get an accurate opinion of 
the whole. A sampling of 500 in the various 
strata of American life indicated an almost 
exact percentage against the revival of the 
NRA as was obtained in polling 30,000 in the 
same classes. 

No claim to infallibility is made. Judging 
from the accurate forecasting of political re- 
sults, however, the institute's method of ob- 
taining advance information is as near flawless 
as could be devised.

DANGER IN MULTIPLE PARTIES 

Americans of today are confronted with va- 
rious demands for narrow decision on their 
political attitude; whether they are liberal, con- 
servative, fascist, radical or revolutionist, all 
strange fellows in the political bed of the 
United States. 

More and more there is talk of party splits. 
The wonder arises whether or not the Ameri- 
can capacity for dispassionate debate is on the 
skids, presaging a government of turmoil such 
as marks that of France, where myriad parties 
wrangle almost constantly for superior position 
without regard for the basic good of the repub- 
lic. Today, French politics have more or less 
quieted in the face of a common threat, yet 
underlying the temporary peace lies a cauldron 
of bickering. 

The two-party system in this country, with 
its few defects, has carried the nation through 
the years without serious crisis. As a govern- 
mental balance it has functioned perfectly. To- 
day, however, the unbending attitude of a few 
men threatens to precipitate into the field a 
number of parties, none of which will possess 
sufficient strength to pursue a policy to a goal. 

Senator Wheeler, the Montana Democrat, 
takes cognizance of this in a speech before the 
senate when he charges that a small clique 
close to the White House is marking anti-New 
Deal legislators for “oblivion.” It has been fair- 
ly evident this policy has been pursued to a 
certain extent, yet it must be doubted if the 
American people have become 38o blind to their 
traditions they will allow its continuation in 
the wide field. Too, the White House clique, if 
it in verity exists for the purpose charged by 
Senator Wheeler, is certainly intelligent enough 
to realize the majorities of the Democratic 
party have not been enough to permit a defi- 
nite split in the vote, since this would but serve 
the purpose of electing a number of Republican 
candidates. 

Far more danger exists in the trend which 
can be seen for a breakdown of the so-called 
two-party system which, while it permits exist- 


. ence of other groups, at the same time man- 
‘ages to prevent too great a strength of these 


units. 

In the south, the ground is particularly fer- 
tile for a trend of this type because of the one- 
party system which has dominated the section 
for so many years. The south would undoubted- 
ly benefit through injection of a two-party sys- 
tem. Yet, the south certainly would not benefit 
from creation of a number of narrow groups, 
ranging from conservative through right and 
left liberals, radicals and fascists, which might 
be the ultimate outcome of the trend. 

The American government has grown from 
colonial days by untrammeled debate and an 
ability of the governmental forces to differ, 
sometimes bitterly, without seeking to disrupt 
the entire system. Citizens of this country have 
been, generally speaking, liberal. The time has 
not yet come when they must decide on one of 
a multiplicity of narrow political labels. 


CIRCUS DOLDRUMS 

Times are parlous indeed when a circus is 
forced to close; when the traditional popcorn 
and pink lemonade are hawked no more along 
the midway; when the raucous cries of the 
barker no longer extoll the virtues or the short- 
comings of the fat lady and the thin man, the 
dog-faced boy and the half-man-half-woman 
of the sideshows. 

Playing through 10 states the Downie circus, 
which has winter quarters in Macon, found in- 
terest in the tanbark at a new low and has 
been forced to suspend performances and re- 
turn to Macon until the economic doldrums 
have been blown away. 

It must not be taken as a general condition, 
however. While one of the larger American 
circuses, the Downie show ran into an unusual 
set of circumstances which necessitated an end 
to the trip until a greater volume of business 
could be assured. 

The circus is far from a dead institution, 
despite this one example. Pink lémonade and 
wild west added attractions have too long been 
an annual event to be tossed into the discard.

THE BANKS AND YOUR MONEY 

(From The Memphis Commercial Appeal). 

It is doubtful whether any agency of the gov- 
ernment has made or is making a more substantial 
contribution to public confidence than the FIDC. 
It has been in operation less than five years, and 
yet 50,000,000 depositors in 13,800 banks through- 
out the United States, represnting deposits of 
$48,000,000,000, have been brought under its pro- 
tection. Since the maximum insurance for each 
depositor is $5,000, it is estimated that full pro- 
tection is being accorded 98 1-2 per cent of all 
depositors with a liability of $21,000,000,000. 

The membership of the corporation is made 
up of 7,417 commercial banks not members of 
the Federal Reserve System, 5,250 national banks, 
1,087 state banks and 56 mutual savings banks. 

The corporation has met all expenses, and its 
deposit insurance losses, from income on its in- 
vestments. Its annual income from all sources is 
now around $49,000,000. 

While the insurance feature is one of its great- 
est attractions, the corporation does its bit to- 
ward promoting sound banking. It has conducted 
42,900 examinations of banks it insures. and has 
reviewed many examinations made by other agen- 
cies. Most of the examinations have been con- 
fined to state banks. Guided by information de- 
veloped in these examinations, the corporation has 
assisted insured state banks in building up the 
margin of protection. As a result, the percentage 
of banks without sound capital has been reduced 
from 10 to much less than one, and the ratio of 
those with at least $1 of sound capital for each 
$10 of deposits has been raised from 65 to 85 per 
cent. 

In 1934 the proportion of “loss and doubtful” 
loans in the 7,500 banks it examined was around 
8 per cent. Now it is around 2 1-2 per cent.

Well, my dear, I know how you feel. It always hurts to cut 
your eye teeth. And you always suffer more or less when you 
learn the double-cross isn’t a decoration. 

But your hurt indicates that you needed a lesson. For ingrati- 
tude wouldn't have hurt you if you hadn’t been expecting grati- 
tude; and if you expected gratitude, your service to the under- 
dogs wasn't altogether unselfish. It isn’t benevolence if you ex- 
pect pay. 

I am not suggesting that you shouldn't help underdogs. I am 
merely trying to cure you of another illusion and thus save you 
from hurt. Blessed are those who don’t expect much. 

I am for the underdogs, as most Americans are, because I have 
always been one of them. 

When I left home at 16, thinking myself a full-fledged printer, 
my first job paid me $3 a week and board. The second paid $6 
and board, but the board was all I ever collected in full. 

During that period, the union scale in many big towns was $15 
a week, and small-town shops paid less. We worked nine hours a 
day, with nothing extra for night work, and it wasn’t unusual for 
the boss to say on Saturday night: “I can’t let you have but $2 this 
week. Can't collect anything.” 

With the exception of one six-year period, I have worked for 
bosses since I was 16, and I'm still at it. So f side with the under- 
dog as naturally as a dog chases a rabbit. 

But there’s no profit in it, unless you are a politician. So far 
as I know, fighting for the underdog never brought me a dollar or 
a friend. He forgets what you did iast week; and though you are 
trying to save his neck this week, he thinks you are against him 
unless you adopt the method that looks good to him.

Proposal of WPA officials to 
renovate the front section of the 
Atlanta auditorium at a cost of 
$256,000, of which local govern- 
ments would be required to put 
up $96,000, was approved yester- 
day afternoon by the finance com- 
mittee of city councl! 

The committee, which Monday 
will recommend that council adopt 
a resolution authorizing the WPA 
to seek Washington approval of 
plans for rebuilding the front sec- 
tion, also recommended salary in- 
creases for 27 employes totaling 
more than $5,000 a year. 

Councilman John A. White, 
chairman of the public buildings 
committee, submitted the proposal! 
of the WPA and was named a 
member a committee of three 
to seek aid from Fulton county in 
supplying the amount required of 
local governments 

Project Recommended. 

Miss Gay B. Shepperson, state 
WPA administrator, and R. L. 
McDougall, WPA engineer, wrote 
White that plans for renovation, 
as drawn by Robert & Company, 
were acceptable and that they 
would recommend the project to 
WPA officials in Washington. 

They estimated the total cost of 
remodeling the front section of

000. They agreed that the WPA 
would furnish labor and complete

1937-38 period, The 1937-38 per 
capita taxation for state and local 
services combined was $29.14, “a 
sharp increase from the $9.65 of 
1936.” However, he added, Geor- 
gians were not overtaxed, as the 
percentage of their income ab- 
sorbed by state and local taxes 
was less than 10 per cent, the 
seventh lowest in the union. 

“It is a curious circumstance,” 
he said, “that two of the best- 
governed and most progressive 
states in the Union, that support 
their public institutions far more 
liberally than we, have a lighter 
tax burden than Georgia. Since 
there is no material difference in 
the per capita income, one must 
conclude that a much better use 
of public funds is made in those 
states than Georgia.” 

Ask System Change. 

He urged the state’s system of 
allocating specific revenue to vari- 
ous agencies and commissions be 
changed. “As long as the alloca- 
tion system prevails, it is unavoid- 
able that some _ services should 
have more funds than they can 
judiciously use, while others are 
fatally cramped,” he said. 

Dr. Brooks added that a WPA 
grant had been requested to make 
a scientific survey of the assess- 
ment of property in Georgia. De- 
scribing the survey now being 
made in Fulton county, he said an 
estimated $500,000 would be added 
to county revenue from property 
discovered that had never been 
placed on the tax digest.

New Deal relief policies to 
carpetbagger regime of Post-War 
Between the States days, tonight 
urged creation of business activity 
as a “real alternative” to defeat 
unemployment. 

Outspoken critic of the New 
Deal and proponent of a purge of 
reactionaries from his own Re- 
publican party, Aiken outlined the 
“tragedy of relief” to the Camden

increased this 
more acute. We have a govern- 
ment preaching the more abun- 
dant life and at the same time 
perpetrating a system that vio- 
lates in all its principles the laws 
which govern our economic well- 
being as a nation.”
